EATON DRIVERS HAVE SECOND LOWEST ACCIDENT 
RATE IN COMPANY'S HISTORY 

Thursday evening, May 21, the Grill Room was the scene of the banquet and presentation 
to Eaton drivers tendered by the Company to celebrate another 12 months of care and 
courtesy by the men who comprise our regular delivery and freight transport service. 
Chairman was Mr. A. Arnason, Delivery Manager. Head table guests were: 

Mr. G. M. Eaton, Director of the Company; Mr. R. B. Baillie, Commissioner of Motor 
Vehicles, Manitoba Government; Chief D. McDonald, Chief of Police of the City of St.

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Chief of Police of the City of East Kildonan; Alderman P. Goodman, City of Winnipeg; 
Mr. H. R. Screaton, Store Superintendent; Mr. W. Finnbogason, Traffic Engineer for the 
City of Winnipeg; Mr. B. C. Sutherland, Personnel Manager; Chief H. Beaudry, Chief 
of Police of the City of St. Boniface; Mr. A. N. Clarke, Assistant Inspector of Traffic of 
Winnipeg City Police. 

No Serious Accidents 

Two hundred and two drivers and helpers drove 5.190 miles a day last year—1,350,000 
altogether. Yet they had only 22 accidents, none of them serious. This means that the 
accident rate is down 25% from last year and is the second lowest in Eaton’s history. 
Eight awards for 10 years of safe driving were made, 157 buttons were awarded for acci¬ 
dent-free records, and $2,680.00 was presented in bonuses. 

Out of town drivers who were introduced to the gathering were from Brandon: Ivan 
Carver, Kenneth Stock, Emil Mondor and Lome Rice; from Portage la Prairie, Ernie 
Preston; from Dauphin, Henry Parker. 

An Eaton Driver Has To Be a Good Driver 

A point system similar to the provincial government scheme is us*ed by our Company. If 
a driver amasses more than ten points he is taken off his truck. A complete cardex system 
keeps his record up to date. A driver is entitled to $15.00 if he completes his year free of 
accidents. Helpers get half points and half money. The year is broken up into two parts 
—winter driving from November to May and summer driving. Speeding and going through 
stop signs are regarded as major errors and six or seven points are taken off with each 
offence. Drivers also must have an eye test every year. So to be an Eaton driver one has 
to be alert and healthy. With such a standard to meet and the record our Delivery can 
boast of, we are proud of our Eaton drivers. Keep up the fine work, men! 


SIDELIGHTS ON TIMOTHY EATON 

(Gleaned from early newspapers in the area 
where Timothy Eaton first settled) 

Amid the forests about 26 miles from Lon¬ 
don, Ontario, the young Irishman. Timothy 
Eaton built a log hut on the banks of a gush¬ 
ing river, now known as Fish Creek, in the 
hamlet of Kirkton. 

Timothy Eaton’s first possessions, like 
many a hardy pioneer of the time, were hardly 
more than an ox, an axe and a sled. He 
was soon a familiar face around the country¬ 
side calling on settlers, loading and trading 
sickles, grain, candles, dyes, cheeses—all mat¬ 
ter of goods used by the new Canadian set¬ 
tlers. Often, with a sack of grain on his back 
he journeyed by foot to and from the nearest 
mill in St. Marys, a distance of 12 miles. In 
his log hut he established the first post office 
in the area in 1856. 

He soon moved to St. Marys where he 
opened his first little drygoods store about 
1861. He brought in the first improved sewing 
machine ever to reach St. Man’s—in constant 
use until recently! He was responsible for 
bringing in the first reaping machine to the 
neighbourhood and from far and near came 
visitors to see this invention in which the 
driver sat back to back with a helper who 
stood astride a pedestal and raked off each 
sheaf. 

By the time he reached Toronto in 1869 his 
mercantile talents were clearly evident.
